German taxpayers arc Finding that 
a republican form of government 
pays in cold cash. Where they used 
to he assessed $ 10 , 000,000 annually to 
maintain the royal heads of state, the 
Presidency this year is to cost only 
$226,000.

Russians Receive Meagre Pay and 
Dare Not Ask More 

For nearly ten years Russia has 
been under tlio "dictatorship of the 
proletariat,” but not greatly to the 
advantage of the proletariat, it 
peeius. A bulletin issued by tho In¬ 
ternational Labor Bureau at Geneva 
shows tlio rates of wage* received 
in Soviet Russia. La t hummer Rus¬ 
sian workmen were getting 2.39 
chervonotz roubles a day. Before tho 
war a rouble was worth a little more 
than half a dollar; it 1 * worth much 
less now. But Oven if tlie Russian 
workers were receiving as much as 
a dollar a day that would ho meagre 
pay indeed when it Is considered that 
the prices of all the necessities of 
life have advanced enormously. 

But they must not demand more. 
It is dangerous to do that. In reply 
lo a deputation of trade unionists 
who went to him begging lor more 
pay, M. TomsUy, of the Soviet coun¬ 
cil nnd president of tho track* unions, | 
told them that they must be patient 1 
and wail that wages could not bo I 
raised until general economic condi¬ 
tions Impro.e. And bo added that 
tho general council would deal very 
severely with union groups that did 
not accept tho decision of the coun¬ 
cil and'llie Soviet government in the 
n ailer of wages and working condi¬ 
tions. No, the proletarian Is not 
having a good time in the realm 
where the proloturl.il is supposed to 
rule.

Importance Of Maintaining 
Moisture In Tke Indoor Air 
During The Winter Month 


- O- 

Tho extreme Importance of main-1 
tninliiK sufficient moisture In tho In 
ck»or nlr durlnfc I ho boating season 
has never been fully renllzod In Can 
ndn. Of course, everyone knows In 
c general way, that tho atmosphere 
of our houses Is much too dry In tho 
vlnter months, but very few realize 
the extent to which tho condition 
affects our health and comfort, not 
to mention the Increased consump¬ 
tion of fuel and destruction to house 
furnishings. 

Insulated houses without artificial 
means of humidification, are partic¬ 
ularly liable Jo develop -unhealthy 
living conditions In winter. 

The human nose performs all the 
duties of a well-ordered air condi¬ 
tioning plant in a threefold way, 
acting as a filter for dust and bac¬ 
teria, healing the air which enters 
the lungs and humidifying it to 40 
per cent, relntivo humidity. If hot, 
very dry nlr Is breathed continuous¬ 
ly, the nose In called on to furnish 
large ntnounts of moisture, resulting 
In the drying up of niucuos mem¬ 
branes and nasal secretions and the 
subsequent Irritation nnd swelling of 
the tender membranes of the throat 
and nose. This frequently causes 
headaches and dizziness and pre¬ 
pares a receptive field for disease 
germs. 

The New York State Commission,! 
in thflr investigation of ventilation 
conditions In the schools of the 
State, found that they were able to 
reduce the temperature in the school 
r<H>niB from 78 degrees Fahrenheit to 
C8 degrees by tho proper humidifica¬ 
tion of the air, with perfect mainten¬ 
ance of comfort. That la. the effec¬ 
tive temperature was lowered ten de¬ 
grees. They also determined that 
the children’s Inclination to work was 
Increased 35 per cent, by tho coolei 
atmosphere. In an industrial inves¬ 
tigation this commission proved that 
excessive bent promotes premature 
fatjgue.

What Can be Accomplished in 
Building of a Dairy Herd 
An illustration of what cun 
accomplished in building tip a dairy 
herd is provided in the experience 
of the Experimental Station at Ste. 
Anne d<* la Pocntlere, Quo. In 1921 
the average production of the milk 
herd was GO.492 lbs. of milk, con 
tabling 2G0.22 lbs. of lat. Iu 1925 it 
had increased to 9,754 lbs. of milk, 
containing almost 500 lbs. of fat. 

The increasing average production 
is due, for the most part, to the ob¬
